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On April 1, the Town will celebrate Census 
Day. The G. Love conference room next to the 
Senior Center at 8601 57th Avenue will be 
staffed to assist all residents who want help 
with completing the Census. Councilmembers 
and staff will answer questions, help people 
use a computer to fill out a Census form online, 
and translate for Spanish-speaking residents.  

Every 10 years, the U.S. Census Bureau con-
ducts a count of every resident in the United 
States and records basic information about 
them. The information is used to determine 
congressional representation, and how and 
where federal funds will be spent to build new 
schools, new clinics, new roads, and provide 
more services for families, older adults, and 
children.  

The US Census Bureau has posted information 
about the 2020 Census on the web, including 
sample questionnaires, why the Census mat-
ters and how our privacy is protected. Here are 
some important dates to remember: 

• Mid-March: every household in Berwyn 
Heights receives an invitation to respond to 
the census online or by phone. 

• Mid-April: all households that have not yet 
responded will receive a paper question-
naire. 

• Mid-May: census takers will visit house-
holds that have not responded to collect the 
information.

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save for a big project.  
 
CM Osmond sought clarification on the 
rainy-day fund. TM Broadbent said the 
Town has always had a reserve to cover 
operating expenses for the first 3 months of 
a fiscal year when no tax revenues are 
received. However, she believes there 
should be enough in savings to cover 7 
months of operations, or approximately 
$1,500,000, for a rainy-day fund. CM Os-
mond said he would like to understand how 
the FY 2020 budget has performed, includ-
ing the reserves, and if possible, reduce 
the budget next year. TM Broadbent said 
the Town will not know how this budget has 
performed until the year is out. It may make 
more sense to level-fund the next budget 
and see what the experience is.  
 
TM Broadbent summed up that she plans 
to take stock of the directors’ enhancement 
requests, which will be modest this year, 
and then fund operations based on the 
same tax rate as last year. If Councilmem-
bers have any enhancements, they are 
requested to submit a form as soon as pos-
sible. Town organizations will submit re-
quests of their own. CM Dewey said the 
survey results will also be useful for inform-
ing budget decisions.  
 
Phil Ventura, 57th Avenue, commented, 
during Mayor Calvo’s tenure, the Town 
wanted to do street repairs but first had to 
pay off a previous infrastructure bond and 
then compensate for the loss of HUR and 
real property tax revenues during the great 
recession. That is why money was set 
aside in a dedicated infrastructure reserve 
fund. While the financial situation is good 
now, HUR may be reduced again and re-
serves may be needed. MPT Papanikolas 
replied that the current HUR deal is in ef-
fect until 2024, and the Maryland Municipal 
League (MML) is working with Maryland 
municipalities to make it permanent. 
 
2020 Census: CM Dewey reported that 
Berwyn Heights’ April 1 Census Day is now 
listed on a Prince George’s County map, 
showing where residents can get help with 
completing the census. The Town will also 
receive a big census sign from the County 
and census jobs are still open. MPT Pa-
panikolas said that Maryland loses millions 
of dollars in federal funding because of an 
undercount largely of minority populations, 
with Prince George’s County being one of 
the hardest hit. TM Broadbent said Berwyn 
Heights itself had a good response rate of 
upward of 80% in previous censuses. 
Therefore, it did not qualify for grants avail-
able through MML to help with the count. 
 
CM Dewey said the count will begin in 
March when residents should receive notic-
es to complete the Census, which can be 
done online, by phone, or on paper. This 
will be followed up with census takers go-

W orksession, January 6 2020 

Present were Mayor Pro Tempore 
(MPT) Jason Papanikolas, presiding, 
Councilmembers (CMs) Amanda Dewey, 
Ethan Sweep, and Jeffrey Jay Osmond. 
Mayor Stephen Isler had an excused ab-
sence. Also present were Town Manager 
(TM) Maria Broadbent, Clerk Kerstin Har-
per and citizens. 
 
1.  Announcements 
Mayor Isler was absent because he fell ill. 
Pepco will hold an energy assistance day 
at its Forestville service center on January 
16. CM Dewey will attend the Maryland 
Climate Leadership Academy in Annapolis 
tomorrow hosted by the Maryland Depart-
ment of Natural Resources. 
 
2.  Discussion Items 
FY 2021 budget:  TM Broadbent said she 
provided an updated budget calendar, 
which moves the 2nd worksession in Feb-
ruary to the 24th of the month and sched-
ules the all-day budget workshop for Sat-
urday, March 28. Tonight, the Council is 
requested to provide initial guidance to 
staff on FY 2021 budget goals.  
 
TM Broadbent said CM Dewey has re-
quested an explanation of what consti-
tutes the (general) fund balance and how 
it is used. The Town has been in the habit 
of not spending all the money it raises in 
taxes and other revenues. The unspent 
money becomes the fund balance, which 
has been carried over as savings into the 
next year’s budget as opposed to the tax 
rate being adjusted. Her inclination is to 
keep the tax rate at the current level when 
she creates a budget. However, she 
would like the Council to give her feed-
back on this and then create a budget that 
does not use fund balance if possible. 
Although it is a common practice, the 
downside of using fund balance is that it 
will eventually deplete the rainy-day fund. 
This reserve is needed to fund operations 
in the first quarter of each fiscal year and 
any unforeseen fiscal emergency.  
 
CM Dewey said she requested this infor-
mation to clarify the issue for residents 
because there is much confusion about it. 
She would like to get a sense of how 
much spending would be covered using 
only current revenues and make that a 
starting point for the budget. MPT Papani-
kolas said the Auditor’s Report shows the 
FY 2020 budget being $300,000 in the red 
prior to transfers from reserves being 
made. TM Broadbent noted that a sub-
stantial amount of the Town’s revenues, 
such as Highway User Revenues (HUR), 
are restricted and may only be used for 
designated purposes. The Town has 
saved a lot of money for road improve-
ments but has not used it. She thinks it is 
better to spend money to keep up the 
roads on an ongoing basis rather than 

ing door to door. 
 
CM Sweep asked whether Councilmem-
bers have picked any winners for the 
holiday decorating contest. He thought 
there were a lot of good decorations this 
year. CM Dewey said that Mayor Isler 
was supposed to have received nomina-
tions from residents.  
 
Minutes 
3. CM Dewey moved and CM Sweep 
seconded to approve the November 18 
worksession minutes. The motion 
passed 4 to 0. CM Sweep moved and 
CM Dewey seconded to approve the 
December 2 worksession minutes. The 
motion passed 4 to 0. The December 11 
Town meeting minutes were distributed. 
 
4.  Department Reports 
MPT Papanikolas noted that this is the 
year when everyone should write out all 
four digits of the year when dating 
checks or other important documents to 
prevent easy falsification. CM Sweep 
asked if there is an update on lose leaf 
collection. TM Broadbent said Public 
Works will resume collection when they 
get the leaf machine back from the re-
pair shop, hopefully within the next 
week. Public Works will extend the col-
lection period through January to pick up 
any remaining leaf piles.  
 
Phil Ventura commented that a lot of 
trash was left at the curb over the holi-
days, in part because staff was given 
additional time off and were not able to 
finish pickups. He particularly noted a 
pile of fluorescent bulbs that has been 
sitting out at the Goucher and Marietta 
Drive intersection for a while. CM Sweep 
and Dewey said that Christmas and New 
Years’ Eve are regular, not extra days 
off for Town staff per Employee Hand-
book. But falling in the middle of the 
week, they leave less time for refuse 

collection. TM Broadbent said fluores-

cent bulbs are hazardous waste and 
cannot be picked up by the Town’s Pub-
lic Works Department. This matter is 
handled by Code Department which will 
notify the owner of the violation and how 
to dispose of the bulbs. 
 
CM Osmond asked about the status of 
hiring a 2nd Code officer. TM Broadbent 
replied that an applicant has been se-
lected and a background check is now 
being performed. CM Osmond further 
announced that there is a Town Council 
election this year. Election judges and 
Council candidates are encouraged to 
sign up. CM Dewey announced a num-
ber of upcoming events and meetings. 
 
TM Broadbent said she had the light 
fixtures cleaned and will have the trim in 
the Council chamber repainted before a 
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new carpet will be laid. The Senior Center 
and lounge will also be painted and car-
peted. Further, she is planning to install a 
trophy case for awards and plaques 
where the maps used to hang. Coun-
cilmembers said they would like to have a 
white board and at least one map of the 
Town. 
 
6. Town Council Schedule 
The Council reviewed the Council calen-
dar. The January 27 worksession will 
feature project updates, and the February 
2 worksession a presentation on invest-
ment policy. The next Four Cities meeting 
will be held on January 30 at Davis Hall, a 
temporary location of College Park’s city 
hall. Electronics recycling is on January 
25 at the Greenbelt Public Works yard. 
Old Christmas lights can be dropped off 
at the Town office. Alkaline batteries no 
longer need to be recycled as they are 
not as toxic as they used to be. All types 
of recyclables can be disposed off at 
MOM’s in the Rhode Island Avenue shop-
ping center. 
 
7. Citizens Discussion 
There was none. 
 
The meeting was adjourned at 8:00 p.m. 
 

T own Meeting, January 8, 2020  

The meeting was called to order at 
7:00 p.m. Present were Mayor Pro Tem-
pore (MPT) Jason Papanikolas, presid-
ing, Councilmembers (CMs) Amanda 
Dewey, Jeffrey Jay Osmond, and Ethan 
Sweep. Mayor Stephen Isler had an ex-
cused absence. Also present were Town 
Manager (TM) Maria Broadbent, Clerk 
Kerstin Harper and citizens. 

1.  Approval of Agenda 
CM Dewey moved and CM Sweep se-
conded to approve the agenda. The mo-
tion passed 4 to 0. 

2.  Approval of Minutes 
CM Sweep moved, and CM Dewey se-
conded to approve the November 13, 
2019 Town meeting minutes. The motion 
passed 4 to 0. 

3.  Mayor’s Report 
There was none, as Mayor Isler was ab-
sent. 

4.  Department Reports 
MPT Papanikolas entertained a motion to 
receive all department reports for the 
record. CM Dewey so moved. CM Sweep 
seconded. The motion passed 4 to 0. 

Administration: MPT Papanikolas re-
ported that the second police vehicle 
budgeted for this year has been ordered. 
The RFP for an architectural and engi-
neering study to explore the feasibility of 
expanding the Town office building to 
accommodate a police station will be pub-

lished on the MML website and the Town 
website shortly. He asked TM Broadbent 
about Pepco’s upcoming vegetation man-
agement project. TM Broadbent said Pepco 
plans to perform regular maintenance prun-
ing of trees along the major transmission 
lines. Pepco also agreed to plant additional 
evergreen trees in the Edmonston Road 
right of way to provide a better screen for 
Kenilworth Avenue.  

Code Compliance: CM Osmond said a 
candidate for the 2nd code officer has been 
identified and asked when he is likely to 
start. TM Broadbent said the candidate 
should start within a couple of weeks after 
background checks have been completed.  

Parks, Recreation, Education & Civic 
Affairs: CM Dewey reported she attended 
a Climate Leadership Academy for local 
elected officials in Annapolis yesterday. It 
was attended by several Maryland depart-
ment secretaries and provided useful plan-
ning and investment tools for municipalities 
to consider in the context of a changing 
climate. Town organizations have been 
notified to submit their budget requests for 
FY 2021 and results of the Town survey 
conducted in November and December 
2019 will be discussed at the January 27 
worksession. 
 
Public Works: CM Sweep reported that 
the leaf collection machine should be back 
on the street in the next couple of days 
after undergoing repairs. The refuse truck 
the Town purchased last fall is in the pro-
cess of being built. TM Broadbent noted 
that the Public Works crew did a good job 
responding to first snow event and came in 
Monday night to apply salt to roads. At 
some point, the Town may want to consider 
pre-treating roads for snow events.  

Police Department: MPT Papanikolas 
said that there will be no police report to-
night since Mayor Isler is not here. Howev-
er, BHPD has provided both a monthly and 
10-year report residents can pick up and 
review at their leisure. 

5.  Committee Reports 
Education Advisory Committee: CM 
Dewey reported that the Education Adviso-
ry Committee will next meet on January 27 
and will prepare for their next listening ses-
sion. Meanwhile, everyone is welcome to 
submit comments and concerns via email 
to thebheac@gmail.com.  

MPT Papanikolas announced that the PTA 
postponed its meeting because of snow 
until the coming Tuesday. There will be a 
presentation on positive behavior interven-
tion system, the disciplinary approach used 
at Berwyn Heights Elementary School that 
focuses on reinforcing good behavior in-
stead of punishing bad behavior.  

 Green Team: CM Dewey announced that 
applications for a community garden plot 

will come out in February. Interested resi-
dents can rent a plot for $30 a year and 
become member of a great gardening 
community. The Green Team and Admin-
istration is also starting to think about 
spring tree planting and is accepting pro-
posals as to where trees might be planted 
on public land as well as request for hav-
ing the Town plant trees on private prop-
erty. On February 16, the Green Team in 
collaboration with a student group at the 
University of Maryland is hosting a cli-
mate leadership workshop entitled 
“Drawdown”, which focuses on positive 
and practical approaches to addressing 
climate change. 

Historical Committee: Clerk Harper re-
ported that the Historical Committee pub-
lished a set of photos of Berwyn Heights 
in the early 1960s in the January Bulletin. 
The photos were rescued from the road-
side after a house cleanout by a resident 
who donated them to the BHHC. 

Neighborhood Watch/Emergency Pre-
paredness: CM Dewey said she heard 
that the bio-hazard workshop hosted by 
the Berwyn Heights and Anne Arundel 
CERT teams went well. MPT Papanikolas 
said he had planned to attend but family 
obligations intervened. 

Recreation Council: Angie Wolfinger 
gave the report. She announced a regift-
ing party on January 11, and a Valen-
tine’s Day card and cookie decorating 
event. In response to CM Dewey, Ms. 
Wolfinger said the Recreation Council is 
starting to plan for the next Berwyn 
Heights Day. Ideas for new activities and 
offers of help are welcome. Residents 
and Town organizations are encouraged 
to start thinking about entering the pa-
rade. Cash prizes will be awarded for the 
top 3 entries.  

6.  Unfinished Business 
There was none. 

7.  New Business 
There was none. CM Dewey announced 
that the Town is looking for a part-time 
public information aide following the res-
ignation of Tiffany Minor. Further, the 
Town is looking for residents to apply for 
election judge positions and to run for 
Town Council. TM Broadbent announced 
she will soon put out a call for volunteers 
to serve on an RFP screening committee 
regarding the Town Office architectural 
and engineering study. Applicants should 
have experience in construction, architec-
ture, engineering, or a related field. 

8.  Citizen Discussion 
Angie Wolfinger said there has been a 
long-running discussion about ticketing at 
the Lake Artemesia parking lot on the 
NextDoor platform. Many residents from 
neighboring communities have com-
plained about receiving citations from the

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police for parking at the lot after dusk while 
making their way out of the park. She 
asked if a change has been made in the 
way parking is enforced there. 

In the ensuing discussion, the Council and 
Town Manager made following points: 
Park Police and Berwyn Heights Police 
both issue tickets in this parking lot. The 
Town does not monitor NextDoor or re-
spond to comments made on it. Some 
comments on NextDoor go back to last 
summer, when people frequent the park at 
later hours or attend events taking place 
there. Park rules say the park closes at 
sunset, not after dark. Park rules apply to 
the park as well as the parking lot. Park & 
Planning might be asked whether the rules 
can be modified to allow for longer parking 
or, alternatively, have clearer signage post-
ed. 

Phil Ventura, 57th Avenue, said he thinks 
Berwyn Heights officers should patrol the 
Town and monitor stop signs rather than 
issue tickets in the Lake Artemesia parking 
lot. Ms. Wolfinger agreed saying that run-
ning of stop signs is a greater safety issue 
than parking at dusk. She is looking for-
ward to hearing the recommendations of 
the Walkable, Bikeable Berwyn Heights 
Task Force (WBBH), but wonders if they 
will produce the results that have eluded 
previous committees dealing with traffic 
issues. 

Council replied WBBH has been studying 
problem locations but will also make rec-
ommendations about traffic enforcement. 
The Town has responded to citizens’ rec-
ommendations, such as those made by the 
Quality of Life Commission. Mobile speed 
monitors and speed guns were purchased 
last summer to better enforce speeding. 
But not all recommendations are realistic 
and need to be vetted for budget implica-
tions and legal requirements.  

Jodie Kulpa Eddy, Ruatan Street, said 
previous Councils have also responded to 
recommendations by citizen committees, 
which include construction of sidewalks, 
installation of crosswalks and ‘Stop for 
Pedestrians in the Road’ signs, for exam-
ple. Further, Ms. Kulpa-Eddy noted she did 
not see Public Works on her street follow-
ing the snow event.  However, the street 
sweeper was out the following day and 
would have swept up any salt spread on 
the roadway. Lastly, she announced anoth-
er Team Trivia Night held on February 21 
hosted in conjunction with the Movie Club 
and focusing on entertainment.  

Phil Ventura further commented that the 
not so old Town Center elevator may have 
some life left in it; that some Berwyn 
Heights officers have different practices 
when patrolling the Town; that refuse truck 
drivers do not always come to a complete 
stop at stop signs; and that new recycling 

bins are being handled carelessly by resi-
dents. 

The meeting was adjourned at 8:07 p.m.

1.  Announcements 
Mayor Isler asked everyone to delete any 
emails that have gone out under his 
name requesting people to purchase 
Google Play cards. His email was hacked 
in attempt to scam people out of money. 
The Berwyn Heights Police has been 
informed and his email repaired.  
 
2.  Discussion Items 
Walkable, Bikeable Task Force recom-

mendations:  James Wilkinson and Drew 

Carlisle co-chairs of the Walkable Bikea-

ble Berwyn Heights Task Force (WBBH), 

were present to discuss the task force’s 

recommendations on making Berwyn 

Heights safer for pedestrians and bicy-

clists. Mr. Wilkinson gave a summary of 

the report. He said one of the reasons 

this task force was launched is an in-

crease in fatalities of bicyclists, as more 

bicyclists have taken to the streets and 

compete with automobiles and their often-

distracted drivers.  

 
Mr. Wilkinson first explained the goals 
and guiding principles of the report. He 
said the report is organized around 10 
conflict zones, locations where vehicular 
and pedestrian/ bicycle traffic are in con-
flict. For each location, recommendations 
are provided on how to resolve or abate 
the conflicts. The recommended solutions 
represent the consensus of the task force 
members and, for the most part, are rela-
tively inexpensive and easy to implement, 
such as additional signage or improved 
road markings.  
 
In addition, a 'reach for the sky’ option is 
offered for each location, such as pedes-
trian overpasses for Kenilworth Avenue 
and Greenbelt Road, as well as possible 
partners for implementation. The report 

also recommends several town-wide poli-
cies to improve traffic safety, notably the 
institution of a general 20 mph speed 
limit, posting ‘local traffic only’ signs to 
defeat wayfinding apps, creating a Coun-
cil Rule to build a sidewalk as part of any 
road repaving project in the absence of 
barriers, and implementing street lighting 
solutions for dark areas identified by the 
Neighborhood Watch.  
 
Mr. Carlisle said the idea for undertaking 
this study came from a public hearing that 
took a close look at the rush hour prob-
lems in the 8900 blocks of 58th and 60th 
Avenue in spring of 2019. The task force 
was assembled to take a broader look at 
traffic problems throughout the town and 
include pedestrians and bicyclists in the 
equation. The task force believes that 
walking and bicycling should be encour-
aged as a healthier way to get around 
and to foster neighborliness and build 
community. 
 
In discussion, the following points were 
made: 
 Interesting ‘reach for the sky’ ideas, 

some of which may be pursued in 
conjunction with the redevelopment 
of Beltway Plaza, including better 
Greenbelt Road crossings. 

 Sidewalk construction as part of road 
improvement projects should be giv-
en serious consideration; 

 Section on education of bicyclists 
about rules of the road might be add-
ed; 

 Section on school bus stop safety 
could be expanded; 

 Section on best practices for walking 
in the dark could be added; 

 Traffic engineering practices might 
be considered for reducing speeding, 
etc. 

 
Councilmembers agreed to each earmark 
those recommendations to be considered 
for funding in the FY 2021 budget. Fur-
ther recommendations should be orga-
nized in the form of a spreadsheet for 
tracking purposes. Mr. Willkinson and Mr. 
Carlisle said they will update the report 
based on this discussion and welcome 
additional questions prior to presenting 
the report at the February 12 Town meet-
ing. 
 
Project tacking update: Assistant to the 
Town Manager (TMA) Yvonne Odoi pro-
vided an updated spreadsheet with which 
she is tracking projects on behalf of TM 
Broadbent.

 Employee manual overhaul - yet to 
be initiated. 

 Police station architectural study - 
RFP published. Pre-bid meeting 
scheduled for February 12. 

 M-NCPPC projects re picnic areas, 
Sports Park soccer field and dog 
park - on hold until M-NCPPC fund-
ing opportunities clarified. 

 Veterans Day and Memorial Day 
celebrations - to be explored with 
Senior's Club. 

 Pruning and planting of trees (see 
Public Works projects). 

 
TM Broadbent said the Shade Tree 
Board has asked the Council to consid-
er reviewing the Urban Forest Ordi-
nance to add provisions to better protect 
the tree canopy. CM Dewey explained 
former Mayor Rasmussen re-
established the Shade Tree Board and 
initiated a discussion about amending 
the Urban Forest Ordinance to discour-
age the removal of mature trees. Sever-
al neighboring cities have tree ordinanc-
es that may serve as a template for 
updating Berwyn Heights’ ordinance. 
featuring a variety of mechanisms to 
prevent removal and encourage replant-
ing of trees.  
 
Homeowners' Tax Credit (discussed 
out of order): TM Broadbent said the 
Council had decided to appropriate 
funds for the Homeowners Tax Credit 
after applications have been received. 
She recommends using the salary lapse 
from the vacancy of the 2nd code officer 
position to pay for the credit, which re-
quires a budget amendment. Four appli-
cants proved eligible for the Town's tax 
refund. The Council is requested to set 
an amount to be divided among the 
applicants.  
 
CM Dewey said the Ordinance sets the 
credit at 10% of the applicant's real 
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nance, which would be introduced at the 
February Town meeting. The Council had 
no objections. Chief Antolik said the new 
units are smaller and lighter but also solar 
powered. They can collect data about 
speeding.  
 
Town survey results: CM Dewey report-
ed on the results of the Town survey 
mailed out to a random sample of 200 
residents in November 2019. The survey 
was intended to help the Council better 
understand residents’ opinions on a range 
of issues, as well as their communication 
preferences. Of the 200 surveys, 55 were 
returned completed, for a 28% response 
rate. It is less than she hoped but it gives 
the Council a better idea of residents’ 
perspectives. 
 
To assess how representative of the 
greater community the survey sample is, it 
was compared to the demographic profile 
of Berwyn Heights residents in the Ameri-
can Community Survey (ACS) published 
annually by the Census Bureau. It shows 
that renters and foreign language speak-
ers are under-represented among survey 
respondents; families with children match 
up well with ACS data; and residents who 
vote in Town elections are over-
represented. 
 
CM Dewey gave an overview of the sur-
vey findings, keeping in mind the limita-
tions resulting from the low response rate 
and ranges of confidence. Most respond-
ents (96%) say they are satisfied with the 
services the Town provides and the quali-
ty of life in Berwyn Heights (100%). Most 
feel safe in their homes (98%), and to a 
lesser degree driving, walking and bicy-
cling in Berwyn Heights. Respondents top 
environmental concerns are the occur-
rence of trash and litter, recycling issues, 
and climate change. Most respondents 
favor such Town initiatives as stricter traf-
fic infraction enforcement, adding a 2nd 
story to the Town Hall, establishing a dog 
park, installing security features and issu-
ing construction bonds, but oppose peri-
odic tax increases (70%) and switching to 
once a week trash collection (56%).  
 
Further, 30%-33% of respondents have 
some difficulty finding and understanding 
information on the Town’s code and per-
mit requirements, although most report 
positive interactions with Code officials 
(84%). Respondents ranked the Bulletin, 
email notices and the website as their top 
news medium. In addition, many respond-
ents said email or text messages for 
breaking news would be appreciated. 
Lastly, most respondents (96%) report 
that they know their next-door neighbors, 
at least by their first name. The survey 
also collects all comments respondents 
have written on the survey, which CM 
Dewey plans to aggregate into themes at 

a later time. 
 
Councilmembers thanked CM Dewey 
for all her work on the survey and intend 
to use the data to help set budget priori-
ties. Phil Ventura commented that the 
survey results are very valuable. Now 
that the scientific survey is complete, 
the survey questions might be pub-
lished in the Bulletin to provide another 
data set to help firm up the results. 
 
Four Cities agenda items: The next 
Four Cities meeting will be held on Jan-
uary 30 in College Park. The following 
agenda items were proposed: updates 
on a College Park tree ordinance and 
on a study to grant municipalities build-
ing permitting authority. 
 
MML convention hotel: The Hampton 
Inn was selected as an accommodation 
for the MML convention. 
 
Census 2020 update: CM Dewey said 
the Town should soon receive a large 
poster sign advertising the 2020 Cen-
sus from the County. The Census Bu-
reau is still hiring census takers at a 
rate of $22/ hour. 
 
3.  Minutes 
CM Dewey moved and MPT Papaniko-
las seconded to approve the January 6 
worksession minutes. The motion 
passed 4-0-1, with Mayor Isler abstain-
ing. The January 8 Town meeting 
minutes were distributed. 
 
4.  Department Reports 
MPT Papanikolas said that the bleach-
ers at the Berwyn Heights Elementary 
school field have been moved to the top 
of the hill and asked if they can be 
moved down again for use by the Boys 
& Girls Club teams. CM Dewey an-
nounced the upcoming Valentine’s card 
and cookie making event on February 
8. CM Osmond announced that the new 
Code officer has been hired and will 
start next week. TM Broadbent an-
nounced that Code and Police Depart-
ments will present their FY21 budget 
enhancement requests and all Town 
organizations requesting funding should 
also be present. 
 
Phil Ventura said sometimes small 
changes can make a big difference in 
safety, such as the cutting back of 
brush along a sidewalk and extending 
the ’no parking’ lines at the Indian 
Creek bridge. 
 
6. Town Council Schedule 
The Council reviewed the Council cal-
endar. CM Dewey suggested moving a 
worksession that falls on a Monday 
holiday to the next day instead of the 
next week, i.e. Tuesday, February 18 

property tax bill. Depending on the total 
amount, the Council would then set an 
upper limit if needed. TM Broadbent said 
she will have the totals at the next 
worksession for Council's consideration. 
 
Uses of fund balance (discussed out 
of order): TM Broadbent continued to 
discuss the Town’s use of the fund bal-
ance in preparation for the upcoming 
budget process. The fund balance com-
prises unexpended funds of appropriated 
moneys remaining at the end of a given 
fiscal year. Treasurer Rodriguez has 
compiled the figures of fund balances 
going back to fiscal year 2014 that were 
used to balance the budget for the com-
ing fiscal year and avoid tax increases. 
For comparison, the Council was also 
provided documents showing expendi-
tures of the FY 2020 budget, including 
the use of the fund balance, which 
amounted to approximately $308,000. 
That included the salary for a 9th police 
officer, a number of expenses resulting 
from deferred maintenance on Town 
buildings, and a variety of other expens-
es. Previously, the Town often did not 
appropriate enough funds to cover all 
needed maintenance but covered ex-
penses above appropriated amounts 
retroactively with year-end budget 
amendments. This is not a good manage-
ment practice and is no longer being 
done. 
 
TM Broadbent said Town recently re-
ceived real property tax revenue projec-
tions for FY 2021, which exceed those of 
FY 2020 by $89,100. This may not be 
enough to cover enhancements approved 
in the FY 2020 budget and may require 
using the fund balance. With continuing 
reliance on the fund balance, it may 
eventually be insufficient for a rainy-day 
fund or the 3 months operating reserve. 
The aim is to have at least $1.5 million of 
savings in the bank or a 7 months operat-
ing reserve.  
 
MPT Papanikolas said, and the Council 
agreed, that he would prefer using fund 
balance only for one-time budget increas-
es, such as capital purchases, and not 
operating expenses.  
 
Mobile speed monitor: Treasurer Rodri-
guez said the Council approved the pur-
chase of a mobile speed monitor costing 
$4,800 from the FY 2019 budget. Upon 
receipt, the Police found the monitor was 
too big and cumbersome to be easily 
moved and returned it without being 
billed. As the books on the FY 2019 
budget are closed, the funds were re-
turned to the fund balance. Two smaller 
units costing $6,000 will be purchased 
from the same vendor, with money taken 
from the fund balance. This requires a 
budget amendment in the form of an ordi-

7. Citizens Discussion 
Phil Ventura commented on the WBBH 
recommendations.

The BHHC received many comments on a set of pho-
tos of Berwyn Heights in the 1960s we published on 
our website and Facebook page. A couple of readers, 
who grew up in Berwyn Heights, were able to identify 
the photo on the left. Mike Hayden and Angelo Ohwell 
said this is Indian Creek before it was widened and 
straightened by the Army Corps of Engineers in 1973. 
Ohwell said “Indian creek would change [its course] 
as it flooded so much, leaving it to meander around a 
lot.” Mike Hayden said  that the buildings on the right 
belonged to the Peacock and/ or Smith families. Their 
properties were bought by Park & Planning (M-
NCPPC) when it established a stream valley park. 

Other readers, Fred Flaherty and Debbie Pitts, shared 
memories about fishing in the creek. Eels, catfish, 
and even bass and pickerel could once be found 
there, as long-time residents Paulette Gould, Mary 
Lou Milstead and Bettie Prosise attest in a BHHC oral 
history recording. Former Town Commissioner 
Charles Worden in a 1972 Bulletin article recalls that 
there used to be a sizeable pool about 10’ deep near 
the Berwyn Road bridge in which children went swim-
ming during the summer. 

The deep pools, green waters and fish eventually dis-
appeared, as upstream industries, such as the A.H. 
Smith gravel mine, located along Indian Creek and 
released sand and waste water into it.

 Designating emergency contacts, preferably someone out-of-town, whom your family members can 

contact once they are safe.  

 Making ‘go-bags’ for every family member and pets.  

 Practice all escape plans and make changes as necessary.
